NEW 'YORK, March. 27.-^Eifihty-six 


bodies of the one-hundred iwid 'forty-one 
victims of the 'fire-in the ten story 
loft building, on Washington place Sat- 
urday'night, have been identified. Six- 
teeon of tho bodies were men. There are 
twelve injured-in the hospitals. 


District Attorny Whitman started an 


official -investigation today to fix the 
r«spon*ibility for the horror. 
•~ No arrests have been made by the dis- 
trict attorney of any verson In connec- 
tion with the fire and none will be mado 
until th» facts diBcJosad in the investi- 
gation giro-«uflicient evidence for taking 
this action. 


It is now definitely known that the fire 


started on. the oigbth iloor of the Uiild- 
ing near a -window at the northeast cor- 
ner of the building. The fire bogan un- 
der a cutting tftblc in a scrap heap and 
is thought to-have been started by a 
cigarette. 


Crowds View Bodies. 


• 
Crowds assembled today at the morgue 


to-view the .bodies, fifty ^two in all. At 
leant half of.the corpses were unrecog- 
nizable and only a-small trinket or a 
sJ>r«d of clothing, will help'to show who 
tho unfortunate victim, was. 
Some of 


these .bodies probably- will 
never 
l>e 


claimed.. The victims, living, alone in 
furnished rooms, or little flats, may have 
had no,friend." and few iicquaintnnces. 


Managers of the Triangle Waist com- 


pany, which occupied the burned flrwra, 
deny today that the iron doors leading 
to the elevators mid Btttirs were locked. 


The fact that thare was only one fire 


escape on tho building will come :i: for 
a careful investigation to 
determine 


what city official is to blame. 


Start. Relief Fund. 


Progress has been made by public nnd 


civic organizations toward offering re- 
lief to those who have suffered us a re- 
ault' of the fire. Mayor Gaynor, headed 
the list with $100, and made an appeal 
to the citizens of the city for a relief 
fund. Industrial organizations, theaters 
and civic bodies have aluo set in motion 
plans for supplementing the fund. 


Fire- Chief C'rofccr said today; 
"I do 


not hesit»tc to say that a more appalling 
loss of life in office buildings nud big 
stores is likely to come upon Xew York 
at any moment because of the lack of 
safeguards." 


Fire Marshal Beers has summoned the 


proprietors of the Triangle Waist com- 
pany, and several employes of the firm 
to testify at th« public investigation he 
hcs- instituted. He will inquire particu- 
larly into.the statements that doors lead- 
ing "to the exits we're locked. 


Ho Fire Drills Held. 


" "So far as I have been able to dis- 
cover," Raid Mr. Beers, "there has never 
betn a fire drill in this factory. 
In my 


opinion it would take the 700 girlr. three 
houre to reach the street by the fire es- 
cape that was us<>d in the building, 1 
cajveay that the shutters obstructed this 
fire escape. 


"Th«re are a thousand other buildings 


in this city in the same condition as 
the scene of Saturday's disaster. Xine- 
tonths of .the employes cannot read Kn«- 
ligh, yet in-the examination 1 have ru«(le.

To criminal 
indifl'erenc-e of the owner and of the city 
authorities cnji.be attributed the shocking 
loss of life. -The scenes were distressing 
and but few escaped death even falling 
into thc nets -held in thc street.

The stallion law 
of t,he state requires every public service 
stallion to be licensed and so advertised 
that mare owners may at a glance leam 
the true breeding of each horse. Fees 
cannot legally be collected for| the ser- 
vices of nny stallion not'so licensed and 
advertised. 


"Statistics of the .department of horse 


breeding show that during the breeding 
season of 1910, 1;349 pure-bred, 1,679 
grade and 460 mongrel and scrub stal- 
lions had licenses in good standing. Grad- 
ually all of thc stallions of impure breed- 
ing should be replaced by pure-bred, reg- 
istered, individually excellent, sound and 
potent stallions.

The Opening. 


The opening play was that of "Hazel

after a fair degree of prosperity the 
beautiful building w-as destroyed by fire 
one Saturday night, on December 27tb, 
1884, with a loss of $107,000. How the 
fire caught has always remained un- 
known but starting at half past eleven, 
about half an hour after the audience 
had left, was burned to the ground be- 
fore daylight Sunday morning. It has 
always been supposed three lives were 
lost in the fire. The last, play per- 
formed st the historic structure was 
that of the opera of "The Beggar's Stu- 
dent" by Thompson's opera company.

In sev- 
en years- earnings have been $21,478,686, 
and on these earnings the Canadian Pa- 
cific owners received, the report states, 
seventy per cent profit, or $13,409,240. 
Tho same Aladdin lamp genius bestows 
upon owners of our express corporations 
equally glittering profits, pretty much 
most of it made out of poor, average 
humanity, not the real shipping public, 
though these pay tremendously enough.

A Remarkable Prison.— Ccttinjc, 
the 


capital of the kingdom of 
Montenegro, 


has' probably the most remarkable pris- 
on in the world. Xo walls surround it 
n-id the inmates, who furnish their own 
cells just as they please, seem to stay 
there, oniy because they find their quar- 
ters comfortable. The diet is 
liberal, 


with w'ine on occasions and cigarettes to 
taste. There is no work to do; no dis- 
tinctive garb is worn; and comparatively 
free intercourse is allowed with the out- 
side world. On certain feast days the 
prisoners are allowed to entertain their 
friends. 


Possibilities of Peat,— The possibility, 


states the Electrical World, of utilizing 
the -pent deposits of the. United States 
for fuel if attracting increased attention. 
A recent writer states that a good tract 
of peat of 28 acres in extent, and av- 
eraging 9 feet in depth, on proper treat- 
ment, should 'yield 50.000 tons of peat 
fuel, or enough to support a community 
of 100 families for 35 years, if the aver- 
age consumption of each family were as 
much 'as 20 'tons a year. It is also com- 
puted 'that the same peat deposit would 
furnish a manufacturing or electric light- 
ing plant of 100 horse-power for 
more 


than 40 years-allowing 300 ten-hour days 
to -the year and S pounds of fuel for each 
horse-power developed. If it were prac- 
tical to u JC the peat in gas producers 
it is estimated that the supply 
from 


-the 28 acres would last the 100 horse- 
power plant for nearly 100 years under 
the conditions named. 


' Soil Erosion.— Prof. Clarke 
estimates 


that about -2.000.000,000 tons of the sur- 
Tace • matter of the entire earth is being 
worn oil per annum. Europe shows the 
greatest wear, losing each year 100 tons 
per square .mile, and Asia ranks second 
with 84 tons. Then come North America, 
losing 70 tons; South America, losing 50 
tons, and, linal'iy, Africa, losing 41 tons, 
Our continent, Xorth America, is being 
worn away at the rate of 474.000,000 tons 
per year. 
He also estimates that the 


'rivers of the world arc annually washing 
•2,735,000,000 tons of salty matter into 
the ocelli. Other scientists have attempt- 
ed to estimate' the age of the ocean by 
dividing its total salty matter by this 
amount annually carried into it by riv- 
ers,' but Prof. Clarke corrects their fig- 
ures bv taking certain other processes 
into consideration. In the first place, he 
estimates the' amount of the- salt that is 
being' lifted from the sea as spray and 
blown inland, part of- it returning again 
into the.' ocean and part if it being re- 
tained by the soil. He also goes so far 
as to account. for the amount of salt 
washed into the ocean in the sewage of 
cities, the refuse of chemical manufac- 
tures, etc., over 13,000,000 tons per year, 
estimated in terms of common salt. Our 
land surface .is wearing down q.t ibc rate 
of: 1 foot" in 24,000 years, he finds, while 
Europe suffers the same damage in 18.900 
vcars, 'nnd South. America an equal am- 
ount. 'in 37-,750 years. The overage rate 
at which the earth's land area as a whole. 
is being leveled off he' calculates as 1 
foot in 27,660 years. ,
